112 German Children 
BRE Leave For Palestine 


NEW YORK—One hundred and 
twelve Jewish children are enroute 
from Germany to Palestine, the 
first group of youths to immigrate 
to the latter country since last 
January, according to a cablegram 
received by Hadassah, the Wo- 
men’s Zionist Organization of 
America. 

The boys and girls, ranging in 
ages from 15 to 17, will be settled 
in agricultural colonies and trade 
centers of Palestine by the Youth 
Aliyah committee, of which Hadas- 
sah is the American agency. The 
group on the way to Palestine will 
increase the number of German 
youth settlers in that country to 
more than 1700, it was said at the

New Jewish Hospital 
To Open In Palestine

NEW YORK—tThe _ stethoscope 
and scalpel may help to accomplish 
what guns and airplanes have fail- 
ed to do—bring peace to troubled 
Palestine, Dr. Nathan Ratnoff, 
chairman of the American Jewish 
physicians Committee, indicated 
Tuesday as he returned aboard the 
Ile de France from a trip to the

Dr. Ratnoff announced that the 
new 250-bed- Hadassah-Rothschild- 
University Hospital and Medical 
School at the Hebrew University 
in Jerusalem would open in Sep- 
tember. The new hospital-medical 
school unit, sponsored by Hadas- 
sah and the American Jewish Phy- 
sicians’ Committee, has been in the 
planning since fifteen years ago, 
when the Committee bought the 
land. The committee was estab- 
lished in 1921 as a result of a trip 
to the United States by Professor 
Albert Einstein in behalf of ‘the 
university. 

“The unit is the last word in 
modern hospital and clinical con- 
struction and equipment,” Dr. Rat- 
noff said. “It will serve all alike, 
regardless of race or creed. 

“Medicine is a great peace-mak- 
er. The Jewish people in Pales- 
tine are going to show the world 
what tolerance means. The hos- 
pital and medical college will help 
them to do it.”

Chief Rabbi Of Britain Tells

(Rumanian-born Jewish scholar 
living in London) and Dr. (Jacob) 
Niemirower (chief rabbi of Bucha- 
rest). He fervently protested that 
some of his best friends were Jews. 

“He was a great admirer of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and I 
therefore appealed to follow His 
Grace’s example and speak on his 
return to Rumania words which 
would calm the disturbed feelings. 
His penacea for the Jewish ques- 
tion in Rumania was the calling 
of an international congress. 

“I pressed the point, meantime, 
that he had a peculiar privilege, in 
speaking words leading to peace, 
understanding and _ brotherhood 
among the inhabitants of Rumania. 
His reply was: 

“ ‘Kirst of all I am a Rumanian.’

Chaim Weizmann Flays Britain In Speech To 

World Jewish Congress—And now—a question. 
To this day it is incomprehensible to me why the 
Palestine Administration should have acted as 
they did. Some say they were hostile to the 
Jews. I do not think they were either hostile, 
or friendly. That disturbances should continue 
for six months involves greater injury to the 
British ‘than to the Jews. We are inured to such 
things through the ages. We have a capacity 
for withstanding them. But how could England, 
how could her pro-consuls tolerate such a chal- 
lenge to the organized power of the British Em- 
pire on the part of a handful of men? I cannot 
understand it, and England owes an answer to 
herself, as well as to us. (Applause.) Perhaps 
I should say once more—things are not done in 
England, they occur. And so it happened that 
for six months Jenin and Nablus, and Generalis- 
simo Kawkji called check to British power. But 
a more convincing explanation is required. 

Then London decided to dispatch an Expedi- 
tionary Force to Palestine. This consisted of 
a considerable part of the British Army, which 
is not large. It came, it saw, and it did nothing 
—it was not allowed to do anything. The pres- 
tige of the England, which is dear to all of us, 
was endangered by the Palestine Administration. 
But for the comings and goings of this Expedi- 
tionary Force, we had to foot the bill. The six 
million surplus in the Palestinian Treasury, of 


which we had been proud, and out of which we 
had hoped that some crumbs might fall to us, 
is melting away. 

Next came the Royal Commission. Its mem- 
bers were serious men, honestly intent on prob- 
ing their ‘subject. They were completely unbias- 
ed, but coming as they did into this atmosphere 
of hesitation and weakness, they were bound to 
suppose that the disturbances were the expres- 
sion of a deep and widely ramified movement. 
Transjordan, Syria, Irak, India, the entire Near 
and Middle East seethe with excitement over Pal- 
estine—such ideas must have-crossed the minds 
of the Commissioners. I don’t know what they 
were told, I am ignorant of the evidence given 
by the officials, but one may surmise that to ex- 
cuse ‘their own inactivity, they must have alleged 
forces to have been at work far greater than ap- 
peared on the surface. It is certainly a mistake 
to under-rate your opponent, but equally so to 
over-rate him. [ suspect ‘the Administration of 
having done its best to over-rate him. The burd- 
en of my own evidence was that things in Pal- 
estine ‘should never have been allowed to reach 
that pass. Never—never—never. And I cannot 
imagine that such a state of affairs would have 
been tolerated in any other part of the British 
Empire. But when I said this, not once, but ten 
times, with all my strength, out of all the bitter- 
ness in my heart, the answer was: Maybe, but 
things are as they are.

Ushering is the Jewish year, 
5698, the .blowing of the ram’s 
horn in synagogues throughout the 
world Monday, September 6, will 
call adherents of Judaism to reflec- 
tion and repentance.

Rosh Hash- 
anah literally means, “the begin- 
ning of the year” and marks the 
start of the season known in Jew- 
ish tradition as the Ten Days of 
Penitence, 

During this season, Jews are re- 
minded that all mankind passes in 
judgment before its Creator, and 
are called upon to judge them- 
selves, repent, and go forth with 
new resolve for righteous action in 
the year which faces ‘them. The 
ten days of penitence find their 
climax in Yom Kippur, the Day of 
Atonement and the season aS @ 
whole is the most important in the 
Jewish religious calendar. 

The traditional greeting for ‘this 
holyday is “May you be inscribed 
for a good year.” This form of 
address goes back to a poetic 
thought of the deity as writing in 
a huge ledger the various fortunes 
assigned to each of His children. 

Jewish legend declares that the 
world was created on the first day 
of Tishri. Thus Rosh Hashanah 
is referred to in the Orthodox 
prayer book as “the birthday of 
the world.”

EDWARD VIII, short-reigned 
King of England, commissioned his 
“Right Trusty and Right Well-be- 
loved Cousin and Counsellor, WIL- 
LIAM ‘ROBERT WELLESLEY, 
EARL PEEL, Knight Grand Com- 
mander of Our Most Exalted Or- 
der of the Star of Indian, Knight 
Grand Cross of Our Most Excelent 
Order of the British Empire,” with 
five other well-beloved and right 
honorable gentlemen, to find out 
what was wrong in Palestine, and 
how to fix it, if possible. 

Working under difficult condi- 
tions, surrounded by rancor and 
bloody events, the noble Earl and 
his colleagues did what even a hos- 
tile observer would have to admit 
was a masterly job of reporting.

CHAIM WEIZMANN was the 
center of some speculation as the 
year drew to a close, to the effect 
that he may be the first head of 
an independent Jewish State in 
modern history. The president of 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine 
and of the World Zionist Organiza- 
tion has certainly been for many 
years the symbol of independent 
political aspirations among the 
Jews.

™ LEON BLUM, of course, kept 
newspaper editors busier during 
the year than any other member 
of the Jewish people, but the dis- 
patches about him were only inci- 
dentally of Jewish interest. His 
year at the head of the French 
Government was marked, however, 
by several anti-Semitic demonstra- 
tions by reactionary political ele- 
ments, including a terrific free-for- 
all in the Chamber of Deputies, 
November 13, which started when 
a Rightist Deputy called the Pre- 
mier a “dirty Jew.” 

Out of each such incident M. 
Blum emerged with increased ratn- 
er than diminished prestige, be- 
cause of his level-headedness and 
cool temper. Though he stepped 
down from premiership to viced 
premiership on June 22 he re- 
mained probably the most power- 
ful individual political leader in 
France, and still the sparkplug of 
.the Popular Front Government. He 
wrote an article published in Amer- 
ica last year, declaring French 
Jews were good patriots, remark- 
ing that he himself was indisting- 
uishable from his non-Jewish fel- 
low citizens in features, speaking 
accent, education or love of coun- 
try. Another of Blum’s writings 
that caused a stir was “Marriage,” 
a book he wrote many years ago,

and religious intolerance would be 
only a passing phase of the Ger- 
man revolution, that freedom of 
faith and conscience would be re- 
established. Hitler had asked Dr, 
MacFarland for four years to prove 
his good faith. Dr. MacFarland 
wrote a book urging the world to 
give Hitler a chance. When the 
time was up, the clergyman spoke 
out, and his voice was clear and 
strong despite his 71 years. He 
wrote to Hitler on June 2 declar- 
ing “you have violated every as- 
surance you made to me,” decry- 
ing the Nazi teaching of “hate— 
hate—hate,” the Nazi acts of op- 
pression and treachery.

ARTURO TOSCANINI was one 
Italian whose attitude toward his 
fellow-men and lack of racial bias 
was not affected by the rapproach- 
ement during the year between 
Mussolini and Hitler. The great 
orchestra conductor’s triumphal 
visit to Palestine last December, 
where held the Palestine Sym- 
phony Orchestra, in its debut con- 
certs, was a high point in the his4 
tory of the Jewish homeland. His 
refusal to allow his concerts at the 
Salzburg Music Festival this sum- 
mer to be broadcast by the of- 
ficial German radio, a leading med- 
ium of anti-Semitic propaganda, 
resulted in a Nazi ban on partici- 
pation of German opera stars in 
the festival.

PAOLO ORANO, rector of Per- 
ugia University in Italy and a dep- 
uty in the Italian Parliament, pub- 
lished a book during the year 
which was the first notable sign 
of anti-Semitism in that country 
which, though not of great propor- 
tions, caused concern. Dr. Orano’s 
argument was directed against 
Zionism, which he held to‘be un- 
patriotic, pro-British and out of 
harmony with Italy’s imperial in- 
terests. It caused consternation 
among Italian Jewry, unaccustom- 
ed to anti-Semitic attacks, and it 
was followed by scattered pro-

Irish Jewish 
Leader Lauds

NEW YORK—lIrreland and parr- 
ticularrly Norrtherrn Irreland, af- 
ter the partition—is as fine a place 
as therre is in the worrld forr any 
man, and that includes the Jews, 
take 'the word of John Ross, pres- 
ident of the Belfast Jewish Com- 
munity. 

Mr. Ross, sixty, ‘sturdy and snub- 
nosed, arrived last week aboard 
the Queen Mary, with a cheery 
manner, a vast enthusiasm for the 
Jewish State in Palestine and a 
soft Scotch-Irish burr as broad as 
the promenade deck, that even 
crept into an occasional Hebrew 
word. 

A resident of Balfast since 1906, 
and former rabbi of its synagogue, 
(his successor was Dr. Isaac Her- 
zog, now chief rabbi of Palestine), 
Mr. Ross came here to visit a son 
and daughter living in New York. 

“The one spot in the whole world 
where the Jews are treated with 
all kindness is Northern Ireland,” 
Mr. Ross said. ‘‘That’s not to say 
that the Jews in the Irish Free 
State aren’t treated well, either. 
President de Valera is a stanch 
friend of the Jews. His father was 
Jewish. 

“The Governor General of North- 
ern Ireland, the Duke of Abercorn, 
and the Prime Minister, Viscount 
Craigavon, are both good friends 
to our people. When King George 
and Queen Elizabeth made ‘their 
coronation visit to Belfast recently 
I attended one of the State func- 
tions in their honor as official rep- 
resentative of the Jewish Com- 
munity.” : 

The Belfast Jewish Community 
was organized seventy years ago 
by Daniel Joseph Jaffe, descend- 
ant of Mordecai Jaffe, codifier of 
Jewish law, Mr. Ross recounted. 
Daniel Jaffe’s.son, Sir Otto Jaffe, 
who also headed the Jewish Com- 
munity, was German consul in Bel- 
fast and three times Lord Mayor 
of the city.
